they reached in twa eeks Lime Alouy 
this river, the route is 1epreseuted as the most 
teasible smaginable makine the necessity 
of surveys almost supertluous Grass, wood, 
and water abound the whole distance . the 


route is comparatively tree trom the annoy- 


ances of insects. and is about one hundred 


and fifty miles neare: than any route hereto- 
tore traveled 

Five different passes (including Noble's 
Pass) over the Sierra Nevada range were ex- 
plored Four of these lie to the north ot No- 
ble’s Pass, and all but one are pronounced 
impracticable This one. and Noble's Pass 
to which it contiguous. present openings 
through the mountain range that will easily 


- admit of the construction of 4 read 


Lieut. Beckwith does not decide which ot
